The police are today using every 
m eans at hand to have the girl break 
down and tell her story of the mur­ 
der and the flight across the sea 
W hile the police do not believe Miss 
Leneve had an actual hand in the 
murder of Mrs. Crippen, they do be 
lieve she is In possession of the de 
tails of the crim e. 
Instead of keeping her a prisoner 
in solitary confinem ent in a dingy 
cell in the parliam ent prison,Miss Le­ 
neve is being treated as a guest in 
the home of Police Chief McCarthy 
She has a room to herself 
and 
I* 
practically 
free 
from surveillance 
though she could hardly rcyike her 
escape. The considerate 
treatm ent 
6he is receiving from the police has 
made a great im pression on her, it is 
understood, and it would not be sur- 
piisfng to see her taking the stand 
against Crippen, both at the London 
Inquest and at the subsequent trial. 
Cable m essages from her father, urg­ 
ing her to tell all. are said to have 
Influenced the girl greatly. 
Crippen still is being kept in a 
cell and no one is allowed to talk to 
him. 
May T ell Story 
The Leneve girl was taken from 
the hom e of Chief of Police McCar­ 
thy where she had been placed be­ 
cause of her weakened physical con­ 
dition before M agistrate Angers who 
subjected her to a lengthy exam i­ 
nation as to her trip and her w illing­ 
ness to return. 
She was ready to go back any tim e. 
An exam ination of the Leneve girl 
and Dew’s constant interview s with 
her have led to the general belief 
that the inspector has prevailed up­ 
on her to tell th e authorities all 
she knows of Crippen’s m ovem ents. 
After Angers had dism issed the 
girl she was closeted with Dew for 
over an hour and he threshed out 
the entire case with ber. W hen he 
concluded his 
exam ination 
of the 
girl, he said: “ I think that Ethel 
Leneve was merely a foolish girl, 
but that she is absolutely innocent 
of any connection with the murder 
of Mrs. Crippen. I believe that she

June to the secretary bf war by the 
secretary of the La Crosse Motorboat 
club, to have the navigable channel 
of Black -fiver, between the mouth 
and Onalaska, Wis., marked with 
proper buoys, Capt. W. A. Thompson, 
U. S.,engineer in charge of the river 
improvement work in this section to­ 
day received authority from the en- 
neering departm ent to go ahead with 
the work. 
“ There is no channel in Black riv­ 
er at present,’’ says Capt. Thompson, 
“owing to the low water, but as soon 
as the water rises and there is again 
a navigable channel, it will be prop­ 
erly m arked.” 
A couple of years ago the govern­ 
ment cleared the channel of Black 
as far as Onalaska, on petition of 
residents of that city, and buoys and 
sign boards were placed designating 
the course for the entire distance. 
Soon after the work was done the 
steam er La Crosse took a holiday 
excursion to Onalaska, this being the 
first big boat to dock in th at city 
for years. Since that time the buoys 
and markings have been either stolen 
or have drifted away. As the chan­ 
nel was narrow and difficult to fol­ 
low, and the rest of the river is full 
of old deadheads and obstructions, 
navigation became 
practically 
im­ 
possible w hen the m arkings were re­ 
moved, so that, although the gov­ 
ernm ent had expended a considera­ 
ble sum in dredging 
and clearing 
out the channel even the smaller 
boats did not dare try to get to Ona­ 
laska. Members of the 
Motorboat 
club and rlvermen generally were 
anxious that the benefit of the clear­ 
ed channel be 
i t ,ade usable, so the 
request to the secretary of war was 
made through the Motorboat club, 
while 
Capt. 
Thompson used his 
friendly influence to have the chan­ 
nel marked a second time.
